THE COMMERCIAL TRAVELLER.* 

Friend : “ I understand that, in your line, 
a man must be very plausible and persua¬ 
sive? ” 

Dru 7 timer: “Yes; especially when he’s 
explaining to the firm why he hasn’t sold any 
goods.”— Puck. 

Dean Trench has said that nothing is harder 
than a definition ; and to define absolutely who 
is and who is not a commercial traveller might 
involve the one who attempted it in a lengthy 
if not wordy argument. The difficulty, it seems 
to us, would be to determine who can not , 
rather than who can , lay claim to be placed 
under this title. Charles Dickens himself, who 
not unfrequently used the commercial room in 
his wanderings in search of information and 
study of character, seems to have been puzzled 
by this very question. So much so that he en¬ 
titled one of his books the “ Un-Commercial 
Traveller,” in which, after introducing himself, 
at first negatively, he says : 

“ No landlord is my friend and brother ; no 
chambermaid loves me ; no waiter worships 
me; no * boots ’ admires and envies me. No 
round of beef or tongue or ham is expressly 
cooked for me ; no hotel advertisement is per¬ 
sonally addressed to me ; no hotel room tapes¬ 
tried with great coats and railway wrappers is 
set apart for me ; no house of public entertain¬ 
ment in the United Kingdom greatly cares for 
my opinion of its brandy or sherry. When I 
go upon my journeys I am not usually rated at 
a low figure in the bill ; when I come home

from my journeys I never get any commis¬ 
sions. I know nothing about prices, and 
should have no idea, if I were put to it, how to 
wheedle a man into ordering something he 
doesn’t want. As a town traveller, I am never 
to be seen driving a vehicle externally like a 
young and volatile pianoforte van, and inter¬ 
nally like an oven in which a number of flat 
boxes are baking in layers. As a country trav¬ 
eller, I am rarely to be found in a gig, and am 
never to be encountered by a pleasure train, 
waiting on the platform of a branch station, 
quite a Druid in the midst of a Stonehenge 
of samples. 

“And yet—proceeding now to introduce my¬ 
self positively—I am both a town traveller and 
a country traveller, and am always on the road. 
Figuratively speaking, I travel for the great 
house of Human Interest Brothers, and have 
rather a large connection in the fancy goods 
way. Literally speaking, I am always wander¬ 
ing hereand there from my rooms in CoventGar- 
den, London—now about the city streets, now 
about the country by-roads—seeing many little 
things, and some great things, which because 
they interest me, I think may interest others. 
These are my brief credentials as the uncom¬ 
mercial traveller.” 

Dickens says, “ I am both a country and 
a town traveller, and am always on the road,” 
so that, if we were to go afield in this di¬ 
rection we should have to speak of the hun¬ 
dreds of thousands instead of the hundreds 
of men and women engaged in business which 
takes them away from their home establish¬ 
ments to solicit orders. Interesting as the 
study of the larger field may be, we must draw 
the line strictly at the unofficial traveller—the 
militia of the road, as it were—and restrict our 
remarks to the regular traveller who has his 
credentials from mercantile houses of un¬ 
doubted standing and repute; a man who is 
in receipt of at least five dollars per diem for 
expenses, and stays at first-class hotels; who 
is a welcome guest at the homes of the patrons 
the firm which he represents; and who is looked 
upon with pride by his peers and with envy by 
the small fry. 

This much, it seems to us, necessary to say 
in an attempt to define and bring us “within 
measureable distance ” of the meaning of the 
term “ commercial traveller.” In another issue 
we shall attempt to look a little closef into the 
duties and responsibilities of the class of men 
whom Balzac has immortalized in the “ Illus¬ 
trious Gaudissart.” 


PROTEST AGAINST THE LOUD BILL. 

A meeting of the leading publishers of paper- 
bound books and periodicals—among them 
Harper & Brothers, Street & Smith, Robert 
Bonner’s Sons, R. F. Fenno & Co., Norman L. 
Munro & Co., F. M. Lupton Publishing Co., 
Ainslie's Magazine, and Pearso 7 i's Magazine — 
met last week at the offices of the American 
News Compan) to take action on how most 
effectually to oppose the new Loud bill, intro- 
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duced in the House on January 12 and now in 
committee. The new bill contains practically 
all the features of the ppevious “ Loud ” bills 
regulating the distribution of second-class mail 
matter, with the additional clause that the one- 
cent per pound postage rate on second-class 
matter is to be limited to a distance of 1000 miles 
from the mailing point. This means that a New 
York publisher of second-class mattercan send 
his periodical to—say Chicago—by using only 
a one-cent stamp, but he must put a two cent 
stamp on it if it is addressed to St. Louis, be¬ 
cause that city is at a greater distance than 
1000 miles from New York. 

A committee consisting of John Elderkin, of 
Robert Bonner’s Sons, Ormond G. Smith, of 
Street & Smith, and Orville J. Victor, a former 
publisher, was appointed to go to Washington 
to oppose the measure in person. 

The House Committee on Postoffices and 
Postroads gave a hearing on the 13th inst. to 
publishers opposed to the bill. Among those 
represented were Houghton, Mifflin & Co., 
Robert Bonner’s Sons, the American News 
Company, Puck , Judge , The North American 
Review , the F. M. Lupton Publishing Co., 
Street & Smith, The Philadelphia Farm Jour¬ 
nal and McClure's Magazine. Arguments were 
made by S. S. McClure, H. N. Wheeler, Pat¬ 
rick Farrelly and Mr. Atkinson of The Farm 
Journal. Mr. Elderkin thinks that the hearing 
develooed an extraordinary interest, and he 
says that Mr. Loud, the chairman of the com¬ 
mittee, expressed himself as conscious that the 
situation had changed somewhat since the first 
introduction of his measure. There seems 
little chance of the bill becoming a law at this 
session. 


THE FIRST SALE AT ANDERSON’S BOOK 
AUCTION ROOMS. 

The new book auction rooms in New York 
City, at 34 West Thirtieth Street, under the 
administration of its proprietor, John Ander¬ 
son, Jr., was opened auspiciously on the after¬ 
noon of the 6th inst. There were present a 
number of collectors, as well as members of 
the trade, who took considerable interest in 
the arrangement of the books, the double row 
of tables about which the bidders sat, and other 
features which in many respects reminded one 
vividly of the well-known room of Sotheby’s. 
When the auctioneer was about to offer the 
first book—“ A Brief Narrative of the Ship¬ 
wreck of the Transport Premier , near the mouth 
of River St. Lawrence,” London, 1845—Charles 
A. Montgomery arose and made a brief address, 
calling attention to the fact that the starting of 
a new book auction house in a city where book 
sales have been practically held for the greater 
part of a century by two houses only, was an 
event that deserved more than passing notice. 
He complimented Mr. Anderson upon his dar¬ 
ing, as well as upon the excellent arrangements 
that he had made for looking after the comfort 
of the buyer and for facilitating sales. Mr. 
Anderson responded happily, thanking the 
audience for their interest in his project, and 
promising to do all that lay in his power to 
justify the confidence reposed in his methods 
of doing business. The book was put up for 
sale, and, though its real value was probably 
not more than socents, the sentimental interest 


connected with the first volume to come under 
the hammer on such an occasion quickly raised 
it twenty points, when it was captured by Evert 
Jansen Wendell for ten dollars. Other books 
sold on the same occasion were Judah’s “ Goth¬ 
am and Gothamites,” New Yoik, 1823, for which 
William Terry paid five dollars. It was a fine 
copy in original state. Thompson’s “ History 
of Long Island,” New York, 1843, two volumes, 
was secured by Frederick W. Morris for six¬ 
teen dollars. This is the second and best edi¬ 
tion, and was cheap at the price. Mr. Morris 
was also the purchaser of Prime’s “Pottery 
and Porcelain of All Times and All Nations,” 
New York, 1878, which fetched nineteen dol¬ 
lars. 

The rooms are very attractive, the prevailing 
colors being robins-egg-blue and cream-white. 
There is a distinct literary atmosphere, and the 
visitors can hardly help feeling at home. A 
striking innovation has been introduced by 
the placing of a double row of tables before the 
rostrum, at which the bidders are seated, and on 
which they may rest their catalogues when 
writing. An attendant brings the item being 
sold to any one expressing a desire to examine 
it. The books are arranged on shelves, and 
patrons have full liberty to walk about and in¬ 
spect the books, even during the progress of 
the sale. 


“ABOARD THE AMERICAN DUCHESS” 
A PLAGIARISM. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons made the startling dis¬ 
covery, shortly after they had pifblished 
“Aboard the American Duchess,” the novel 
of which a certain George L. Myers claimed to 
be author, that it was in reality identical with 
“The Queen of Night,” a novel written by 
Headon Hill, and published some years ago in 
London, save that the scene of action had 
been changed to New York. The publishers, 
upon making the discovery, at once sent an 
honorarum with an explanation to Mr. Hill, 
who is well known in England as the author of 
“Guilty Gold,” “Zambra, the Detective,” and 
“ The Rajah’s Second Wife.” “ The Queen of 
Night” is not copyrighted in this country, so 
Mr. Hill will probably feel gratified when he 
receives the unexpected message. The pub¬ 
lishers have also issued the following notice 
that the American version of the novel may 
not be purchased under a misapprehension : 
“ G. P. Putnam’s Sons regret to have occasion 
to announce to the reading public that the 
story recently published by them under the 
title of ‘Aboard the American Duchess,’ a 
story purporting to be the work of an Ameri¬ 
can author who writes under the name of 
George L. Myers, is a plagiarism of a story 
published some years back by Headon Hill, of 
London, entitled, ‘ The Queen of Night.’ Mr. 
Hill’s material has been appropriated by the 
American writer, such appropriation consti¬ 
tuting a wrong against the English author and 
his publishers, and also, of course, the Ameri¬ 
can publishers, who accepted as an original 
work the story ‘The American Duchess.’ The 
publishers are making this announcement in 
order to caution American readers against the 
purchase under a wrong impression, of the 
story issued under the title of 4 Aboard the 
American Duchess.’” 
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AMERICAN BIBLIOGRAPHERS. 

JOSEPH SABIN* 

Joseph Sabin, who for upwards of a quarter 
of a century was one of the best-known figures 
in the book world of the United States, was born 
in Braunston, Northamptonshire, England, De¬ 
cember 5, 1821. He received a common school 
education in Oxford, and, in 1835, when four¬ 
teen years of age, was apprenticed to learn the 
bookbinding business in the store of Charles 
Richards, a prominent bookseller and stationer 
of Oxford. The indenture was for seven 
years, and young Sabin began to apply him¬ 
self to the study of his business with assiduity. 
He was allowed to continue at the bookbinding 
trade only for a short time, because he took a 
lively interest in books, even at this early age, 
and his employer soon found that he could 
make him more useful in his salesroom than in 
the bindery; the result was that after a few 
months he was transferred to the store and 
made a salesman. After serving for three 
years as an assistant salesman, Sabin was 
made general manager of Mr. Richards’s busi¬ 
ness, and entrusted with the duty of buying as 
well as selling books. Sabin remained with 
Mr. Richards until 1842, when the seven years 
provided for in his indenture had expired. In 
the meantime he had prepared several cata¬ 
logues of libraries for sale, and he fancied he 
could do a good business in the auction trade. 
He had become acquainted with the family of a 
Mr. Winterborn, an architect and builder in 
Oxford, and he formed a partnership with one 
of his sons and began business as a bookseller 
and aifttioneer. The business prospered fairly. 
In 1844 Sabin was married to Miss Winterborn, 
the sister of his partner, and in the same year 
he published a pamphlet on “The XXXIX 
Articles of the Church of England, with Scrip¬ 
tural Proofs and References.” Sabin remained 
in business in Oxford for four years after the 
issue of his polemical brochure^ the publication 
of which, together with his republican tenden¬ 
cies and the rather unconventional expression 
of his views, did not aid materially in making 
him popular among his Tory neighbors. 

In the early part of 1848 he determined to 
come to America, with the intention of settling 
upon land in Texas, for which he had con¬ 
tracted in England through some colonization 
scheme. Selling his business, he embarked 
with his wife and two sons, Joseph and Frank, 
on the ship West Point , and arrived in New 
York on the evening of July 3. After consult¬ 
ing with some of his acquaintances in New 
York, he decided to abandon the projectof set¬ 
tling in Texas. He passed a few days in New 
York, but finding nothing to suit him in the 
way of employment, he took his family to Phil¬ 
adelphia, and secured a position as a general 
assistant and salesman in the house of George 
S. Appleton, then on the south side of Chest¬ 
nut Street, below Seventh. His knowledge of 
books directed Mr. Appleton’s attention to 
Sabin’s value, and he employed him in all the 
details of the business. At that time half 
binding in calf and morocco was not generally 
known in this country, and Sabin induced Mr. 
Appleton to introduce it. Sabin remained in 
Philadelphia but two years. In May, 1850, he

came to New York and secured an engage¬ 
ment with Cooley & Keese, the book auction¬ 
eers, who were doing business at Dey Street 
and Broadway. He was engaged as a general 
assistant, his duties being principally to cata¬ 
logue books to be sold, and also occasionally 
to assist in the sales. Cooley & Keese aban¬ 
doned the business in 1851, selling out to 
Lyman & Rawdon, but Sabin was retained by 
the new firm. The first important sale cata¬ 
logue prepared by Sabin was that of the li¬ 
brary of Rev. Samuel Farmer Jarvis, sold at 
auction by Lyman & Rawdon, October 14 (post¬ 
poned to November 4, 1851), and following 
days. The catalogue contains 3329 lots, clas¬ 
sified under subjects, and is quite fully anno¬ 
tated. An author index fills pp. 195-219. John 
Keese was the auctioneer. 

On January 1, 1852, Sabin was engaged by 
Bangs Brothers, then at No. 13 Park Row (the 
predecessors of Bangs, Merwin & Co., and the 
present firm of Bangs & Co.). With this firm 
he remained for five years, doing cataloguing 
and miscellaneous work. 

In 1856 Sabin started in business for himself 
at the corner of Broadway and Canal Street, 
upstairs, making a specialty of second hand 
and miscellaneous fine books. But the rage 
for collecting had hardly begun, and after a 
year of only moderate success he sold out and 
returned to Philadelphia, where his family 
were still living at Chestnut Hill. In 1857 he 
established a store in Hart’s Building, at No. 
27 South Sixth Street, above Chestnut Street, 
and until the breaking out of the war he did a 
good business. With the opening of hostilities 
his business fell off, and in 1861 he abruptly 
left Philadelphia and came to New York. 
Under the firm-name of J. Sabin & Co., he 
opened an auction room on the south side of 
East Fourth Street, near Broadway. One of 
his first sales—indeed, his only sale of any 
special importance—was the library of the emi¬ 
nent comedian, W. E. Burton, which was sold 
by order of Mr. Burton’s legal adviser and 
chief executor, Henry Cram. The disastrous 
result of the sale, and the precipitate with¬ 
drawal of his partner, F. N. Jennings, in¬ 
volved Sabin in financial difficulties and em¬ 
barrassed him with vexatious litigation. It is 
to this episode in his career to which he refers 
in the first prospectus of his Dictionary as “an 
enforced retirement from business!” 

For a few months he was in the employ of 
Sheldon & Co. The “Co.” was Melancthon 
C. Hurd, who afterward established the firm 
of Hurd & Houghton, in New York City. In 
1864 he ventured again into business, under 
his own name, purchasing the stock and good¬ 
will of Michael Nunan, a genial and popular 
Irishman who had built up a fairly good busi¬ 
ness in second-hand and new books at No. 84 
Nassau Street. In 1869 the firm-name became 
J. Sabin & Sons, and in 1879 it was changed to 
J. Sabin’s Son. From No. 84, Sabin removed 
to No. 64 Nassau Street, where he remained 
until his death on June 5, 1881. 

About the year 1852 Sabin began to collect 
material for a “ Bibliographical Dictionary of 
all Books relating to America,” using as au¬ 
thorities the bibliographies and catalogues of 
White Kennet, Obadiah Rich, Henri Ternaux, 
Boucher de la Richardiere, A. G. Camus, C. M. 
Asher, George B. Faribault, Leon-Pinelo, 
Hermann E. Ludewig. J. G. Meusel, Frederik 
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Muller, J. R. Smith, Isaiah Thomas, D. B. 
Warden, and others, besides the various liter¬ 
ary catalogues, the Allgenieine Detitsche Biblio- 
thek , the London Magazine , the Monthly Review , 
etc. With good opportunities for examining 
books, he had accumulated over 15,000 titles 
when he issued his first prospectus, in May, 
1859. The material thus brought together 
served only as the basis of the proposed Dic¬ 
tionary, the plan of which was to give the titles 
of all important works in full and in a uniform 
manner, with the number of pages, maps and 
plates, and to designate one or more public 
libraries where the book described could be 
found. In order to carry out this plan, it be¬ 
came necessary to examine every book anew, 
and to enlist the co-operation of librarians. In 
1866, after four years’ labor in arranging the 
material, a new prospectus was issued, with 
specimen pages, and in January, 1867, the first 
part of the Dictionary appeared. It is not the 
writer’s intention to decry the value of Sabin’s 
work—that has already been done ad nausearn 
by writers whose motives have not alwaysbeen 
above suspicion. Inasmuch as a mass of ma¬ 
terial on a given subject is brought together in 
the “ Bibliotheca Americana ”—by which name 
the “ Dictionary” is popularly known—it can¬ 
not fail, in however slight degree, to assist the 
collector and bookseller in their researches. 
For nearly a quarter of a century Sabin devoted 
all of his spare time to the work. It exhausted 
all his available funds and kept him poor until 
his death. When he died, 80 parts, compris¬ 
ing over 58,000 titles, had been issued, bring¬ 
ing the work down in alphabetical order to the 
letter “ P.” The clippings left unpublished 
were entrusted to Wilberforce Eames, of the 
Lenox Library, who, down to the present time, 
has edited 36 additional parts, completing the 
work as far as the entry: “Smith (Henry 
[Hollingsworth]).” 

The publications of Sabin, aside from the 
“ Dictionary,” were a monthly magazine called 
the Bibliopolist , a Literary Register and Reposi¬ 
tory of Notes and Queries , etc., begun in De¬ 
cember, 1868, and continued until April, 1877; 
“A Bibliography of Bibliography, or, a handy 
book about books which relate to books,” 
a reprint, with large additions, of John 
Power’s “ Handy Book about Books for Book- 
Lovers ” ; and a series of reprints of early 
American Tracts, ten of which were issued in 
quarto size and seven in octavo. A reprint, in 
two volumes, of Alexander Garden’s “Anec¬ 
dotes of the Revolution,” published in three 
sizes—ordinary paper, large paper, and what 
Mr. Sabin dubbed “blanket folio”—capped 
the climax of these typographical absurdities, 
and brought them into merited disfavor. 

The book-auction sales at which Sabin offi¬ 
ciated included some of the most important 
that have occurred in this country. The last 
at which he presided was the Brinley sale. 
This was divided into five parts, and the sale 
of the third part was set for March, 1881, but 
was postponed on account of Sabin’s ill health. 
His family had already been informed by his 
physician of the fatal character of his illness. 
On April 4 Sabin began the sale, and con¬ 
ducted it to a satisfactory conclusion. On this 
occasion he had the distinction of selling the 
only copy of the Guttenberg Bible that has 
ever been brought under the hammer on this 
side of the Atlantic. The book was bought by 


the late Hamilton Cole for $8,000, and the sale 
created a sensation in the bookbuying world, 
which was revived when the two volumes 
again appeared at auction in the dispersion of 
the collection of Brayton Ives, and were taken 
to Chicago at a ransom of $14,800. 

Against the advice of his physician, Sabin 
undertook the auction of the third part of the 
Brinley Library, and his labors in connection 
with it probably hastened his death, which 
occurred at his Brooklyn home on Sunday, 
June 5, 1881. He was buried in Cypress Hills- 
Cemetery, Brooklyn, N. Y. 


AN ENGLISH PUBLISHER’S MEMORIES. 

Edward Marston, the senior member of 
the firm of Sampson Low, Marston & Co., con¬ 
tributed to the London Daily Chro?iicle for Jan¬ 
uary 27, an interesting chapter of “A Publish¬ 
er’s Memories.” Mr. Marston’s memories go 
far back, and he begins with an account of 
what was done in 1847 in regard to the discount 
question. The efforts made half a century ago 
to deal with the matter failed ; but it is to be 
hoped the attempts now being made in the 
interest of booksellers will be made successful. 
Mr. Marston was asked to say something of 
the changes which have come over the trade 
during his career—“a question easy to be 
asked,” as he says, “ and vague enough to be 
difficult to answer.” In literature, he notes, 
the greatest development has been in fiction. 
Regarding one of the first novels of which he 
had experience as a publisher, Mr. Marston 
relates the following curious anecdote : “ It 

was said to have been written by Sir Walter 
Scott, given by him to his daughter, Miss Anne 
Scott, and by her to Wm. Spencer. Through 
him it came into the hands of M. Cabany, the 
father of M. E. Saint Maurice Cabany, who 
placed the work, under the title of ‘Moredun,’ 
in our hands, with such a superabundance of 
evidence as to its genuineness (apart from its 
want of merit), that unhappily we undertook 
its publication in the usual three-volume form. 
M. Cabany lived and died in the fullest con¬ 
viction of the absolute genuineness of the 
work, and its failure he attributed solely to the 
fact that we advertised it, not as by Sir Walter 
Scott, but as being ascribed to him.” 

During his long career Mr. Marston has been 
brought into intimate business relations with 
many of the most distinguished authors of a 
past generation, including Mrs. Harriet 
Beecher Stowe, “ a delicate little woman with 
an oval face and dark thoughtful eyes Lord 
Lytton, Charles Reade—whose famous novel, 
“ Hard Cash,” Mr. Marston’s firm brought 
out—James Payn, Wilkie Collins, Victor 
Hugo, Dickens, Thackeray, Anthony Trol¬ 
lope, and Mrs. Gaskel. Of later writers 
for whom Mr. Marston has published may be 
named Mr. Blackmore, now, alas ! gone over 
to the majority, William Black, W. Clark Rus¬ 
sell, and Thomas Hardy. The house published 
“The Woman in White,” and for its successor, 
“No Name,” paid Wilkie Collins ^3000—at 
that time, as Mr. Marston remarks, probably 
the largest sum ever paid for the limited issue 
of a three-volume novel. Charles Reade was 
a most interesting man, who seems to have un¬ 
derstood his own commercial value. The same 
is true of Wilkie Collins. 
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Mr. Marston remarks that the abolition of 
the three-volume novel has been one of the 
greatest changes in the publishing world during 
the last half century; but he questions whether 
the change has been wholly beneficial. When 
the three-decker was abandoned, it was 
thought that the libraries would subscribe for 
larger quantities of the cheap form, but in this 
hope publishers have been rather disappointed. 
“ The truth is, that of an average novel the li¬ 
braries buy as few as they can, frequently not 
as many as they used to buy in the three-vol¬ 
ume form.” Another change is the enormous 
output of “snippets.” But with all this Mr. 
Marston believes there are better times in store 
for the booksellers than they have ever had if 
they will but combine against underselling. 

The books which last are not usually those 
that are hailed with the beating of big drums. 
Masterpieces appear quietly, as a rule, ana 
make their way slowly into public favor. Cer¬ 
tainly it was so with “ Lorna Doone,” one of 
the most popular novels written by any author 
of the present generation. Mr. Blackmore 
himself has told how the tale hung fire, and 
how his publishers pushed it, seemingly to no 
purpose. Then about a year after the publi¬ 
cation of the book the Marquis of Lome was 
married; the public somehow connected the 
novel and the marriage, and the book began 
that career of prosperity which still continues 
unabated. Several of the obituary notices of 
Mr. Blackmore state that the story was im¬ 
mediately successful; but this is an error, and 
one which the beginner may lay to heart for 
encouragement. 


CAUSES OF THE RISE IN THE PRICE 
OF PAPER. 

Hugh J. Chisholm, the President of the 
International Paper Company, one of the 
largest manufacturers of paper in the world, 
last week gave to a representative of the New 
York Times the following explanation of the 
recent rise in the price of paper : 

“There has been no change in the tariff 
which could have contributed to the recent ad¬ 
vance. The price of paper has advanced the 
same as almost every other commodity in the 
last year, in response to the economic law of 
supply and demand, which has operated in the 
case of articles admitted into this country free, 
as well as in the case of protected articles. 

“The price of paper has advanced in other 
countries quite as much as it has in the United 
States. In England the interest in the South 
African war has created an unwonted demand 
for paper, which the English mills have been 
quite unable to meet, and since there is no 
surplus from any other country to relieve it, 
there has been almost a paper famine. There 
was a great drought in Norway and Sweden 
last summer, which seriously affected the pro¬ 
duction of pulp, and since both France and 
England are dependent almost wholly upon 
Scandinavia for their pulp supply, the pro¬ 
duction of paper was necessarily curtailed at 
the same time that the demand was increasing. 

“ It would not have been strange if the price 
of paper had advanced in the United States 
simply on the strength of conditions prevailing 
in the European market. But like conditions 
have prevailed in this country. The demand 


has increased and the unprecedented drought 
which started early in the summer has prac¬ 
tically continued to the present time, so that it 
is with great difficultv’that the demands for all 
kinds of paper are being met. 

“ All the materials which enter into the con¬ 
struction and maintenance of the mills have 
increased in value, and the paper manufacturer 
has had to pay more for all the ingredients and 
for mill supplies, including sulphur and coal, 
and also for the transportation of his product. 
The general level of wages in paper mills is 
higher at this time than it has been for twenty- 
five years, and higher in the United States 
than in any other country.” 


THE SALE OF RUSKIN’S WORKS IN 
ENGLAND. 

The following list, prepared by the London 
Daily News , shows the extent of the popularity 
of Ruskin’s books. The list refers to those 
books only which are published in a single 
volume. “ Modern Painters ” and “ Stones of 
Venice ” are still too expensive in England to 
be widely popular. The second book on the 
list, however, consists of selections from 
“ Modern Painters.” The figures give the 
number of copies sold since the several books 
were republished in their present cheaper 
form :

Mr. Ruskin’s annual income from the sale of 
his books was, -according to the London 
Academy , for many years, on the average, 
^4000. Yet he did not “work” his writings 
for what they were worth. New editions, 
which would have been highly profitable, were 
delayed and delayed until the first editions 
rose to fabulous prices. It is doubtful if he 
would have approved the suggestion that the 
memorial to him should take the form of an 
edition of his works at a price within the reach 
of all. Mr. Ruskin’s private fortune, derived 
from his father, was enormous; and it is be¬ 
lieved that he gave away not less than j£2co,ooo 
in his life. He parted with material wealth as 
one whose spiritual wealth was inexhaustible.

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JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The Goose Quill is the title of a new maga¬ 
zine just published in Chicago. It is said to be 
“a cross between the Chap Book and the Phil¬ 
istine —fond of denunciation and not conven¬ 
tional.” 

Personal Bnpressions, a monthly journal of 
book notes and reviews, is announced by D. P. 
Elder & Morgan Shepard, of San Francisco. 
A feature of this periodical will be some pages 
devoted entirely to children, “done for them 
as they would have it—with simplicity and 
sympathy.” 

Raoul Renault, Quebec, Canada, will pub¬ 
lish in April the first number of the North 
American Notes and Queries, a monthly journal 
“ of mutual and general information devoted to 
American and Canadian history, biography, 
bibliography, archaeology, ethnography, nu¬ 
mismatics, philately, and curiosa.” The sub¬ 
scription price will be $2 a year. Ten copies 
will be issued on papier de luxe, uncut, of which 
eight are offered at $5 a year. 

The Sphere , the first number of which was 
published in London, January 27, justified all 
hopes of its excellence that may have been 
raised by the vigorous and extraordinary ad¬ 
vance advertising of its appearance. It is re¬ 
ported on good authority that upwards of 
200,000 copies were printed of the first number, 
and yet the supply fell far short of the demand. 
The Sphere was projected and is edited by 
Clement K. Shorter. It is a large folio, hand¬ 
somely printed and lavishly illustrated with 
original drawings and reproductions from pho¬ 
tographs of timely subjects. Naturally the 
South African war occupies a large space. A 
rival publication, called The Spear, has been 
started by the proprietors of The Sketch, chiefly 
for the purpose of depriving Mr. Shorter’s sails 
of the wind counted upon by him to carry his 
enterprise well along.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

There has lately died, at Glasgow, Scotland, 
W.C. Angus, one of the best known of Burns 
experts, who is said to have owned the finest 
collection of editions of Burns extant, many of 
them unique. He had just completed a bibli¬ 
ography of Burns, which it is said will now be 
published. 

The Rev. Dr. William Henry Green, the 
head of Princeton Theological Seminary, died 
at Princeton, N. J., on the 10th inst. Dr. Green 
was born in Groveville, N. J., January 27, 1825. 
With the exception of a few years devoted to 
preaching he has been connected with the fac¬ 
ulty of Princeton Theological Seminary. In 
1861 Dr. Green published his first book—a He¬ 
brew grammar. Its fourth edition was pub¬ 
lished in 1885. In 1863 his first theological 
work, “The Pentateuch Vindicated from the 
Aspersions of Bishop Co'enso,” was published. 
Two years later he published “A Hebrew 
Chrestomathy.” In 1868 the presidency of 
Princeton was offered to him, and he refused to 
accept it. Among his other works are a trans¬ 
lation of Otto Zockler’s “Song of Solomon,” 
“ The Argumentof the Book of Job Unfolded,” 
“Moses and the Prophets,” “The Hebrew 
Feasts in Relation to Recent Critical Hypoth¬ 
eses Concerning the Pentateuch,” “ The Unity 
of the Book of Genesis,” “The Higher Criti¬ 
cism of the Pentateuch,” and “A General In¬ 
troduction to the Old Testament.” 

Richard Wigginton Thompson, ex-Secre- 
tary of the Navy, died at Indianapolis, Ind., 
on the 9th inst. He was born in Culpeper 
County, Va,, June 9, 1809. In 1831 he removed 
to Louisville, Ky., whence after serving a few 
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months as a shopkeeper’s clerk, he went to 
Bedford, Ind., where, in 1834, he was admit¬ 
ted to the bar. He was elected to the Indiana 
legislature, in which he served four years. In 
1841 he was sent to Congress, where he served 
one term. He served another term in 1847-49. 
During President Hayes’s term Colonel Thomp¬ 
son served as Secretary of the Navy, resign¬ 
ing in 1881 to become chairman of the Amer¬ 
ican Committee of the Panama Canal Company. 
In the later yeats of his life Colonel Thomp¬ 
son came into prominence as the author of sev¬ 
eral books that attracted wide attention. In 
1876 he published his well-known work, “The 
Papacy and the Civil Power.” For the prep¬ 
aration of this book Colonel Thompson found 
that a knowledge of Latin, German, and French 
was needed. He accordingly learned to read 
those languages, although he was at the time 
more than sixty years old. A further state¬ 
ment of his views on Romanism he set forth in 
“ The Footprints of the Jesuits,” which ap¬ 
peared in 1894. He also wrote a “ History of 
the Tariff,” 1888, and his notable autobiograph¬ 
ical work, “ Personal Recollections of Sixteen 
Presidents,” published in 1895. 


LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

Mrs. Grant Allen, the widow of the nov¬ 
elist, is about to open a book-shop in the West 
End of London. 

James T. White & Co., New York, have just 
issued a book entitled “ The Storming of Stony 
Point on the Hudson,” by Professor Henry P. 
Johnston, who bases his account on hitherto 
unknown information. 

D. P. Elder & Morgan Shepard, San Fran¬ 
cisco, Cal., announce for early publication a 
record of reminiscence and travel, entitled 
“ Opportunity and I,” by Nellie Blessing- 
Eyster, author of “ A Colonial Boy.” 

Harper & Brothers have in preparation two 
volumes by Mark Twain, one of which is to be 
a collection of essays and the other a book of 
short stories. They announce a new novel by 
H. B. Marriott Watson, to be entitled “The 
Rebel.” 

The Carswell Co., Ltd., Toronto, Canada, 
have just published the third volume of the 
“ Decisions of the Supreme Court of New¬ 
foundland,” annotated and edited by E. P. 
Morris. The volume covers the decisions for 
the ten years prior to 1874. 

Henry Holt& Co, have madearrangements 
to publish David D. Wells’s new international 
serio-comic romance, “ His Lordship’s Leo¬ 
pard,” which in some respects may be consid¬ 
ered as a companion volume to the author’s 
first book, “ Her Ladyship’s Elephant.” 

Walter Cr^ne is at work on an extensive 
series of illustrations for a magnificent edition 
of the Bible, which is to be published in Am¬ 
sterdam, the four-fold text being in Dutch, 
French, German and English, and illustrated 
by artists of Holland, France, Germany, Eng¬ 
land and Italy. 

S. W. Green, 326 Pearl Street, New York, 
has reprinted in pamphlet form his trenchant 
article on “ Railroad Transportation of the 
Mails.” Mr. Green maintains that the deficit 
in handling the mail matter in the United States 
arises from overpayment for transportation 


rather than from the abuses of second-class 
matter. 

A. C. McClurg & Co, announce for early 
publication a new story by Miss Katharine 
Tynan, entitled “ She Walks in Beauty.” Like 
her other stories, this one is said to present a 
delightful picture of life among the refined 
classes of Ireland. It is, too, a tale of love 
imbued with a tenderness and grace that seems 
to flow spontaneously from her pen. 

The Macmillan Company have in prepara¬ 
tion a work on political and social economy 
which is prepared particularly for the farmer, 
by George T. Fairchild, of Berea College, en¬ 
titled “ Rural Wealth and Welfare also “A 
History of Rome for High Schools and Acade¬ 
mies,” by George Willis Botsford. The latter 
volume will probably not be published until 
the fall. 

D. Appleton & Co. are about to publish a 
new novel by Guy Boothbv, entitled “A Maker 
of Nations,” in which the author of “ Dr. 
Nikola’s Experiment,” traces the adventures of 
the modern soldier of fortune. They have in 
preparation a novel of Italian life in New York, 
by H. W. Thomas, entitled “The Last Lady 
of Mulberry,” which will be illustrated from 
actual scenes. 

Charles Welsh, author of “ A Bookseller of 
the Last Century,” etc., has issued in pamphlet 
form a reprint from the Educational Review of 
his very interesting study of “ English History 
in American School Text-Books.” He has also 
just published through D. C. Heath & Co., of 
Boston, a useful little book entitled “ Publish¬ 
ing a Book,” containing practical hints to 
authors as to the preparation of manuscript, 
the correction of proof, and arrangement with 
the publisher. 

The Brothers of the Book, Gouverneur, 
N. Y., with the permission of Longmans, Green 
& Co., have published for private circulation 
Cardinal Newman’s touching “Valentine to a 
Little Girl,” reprinted from his “Verses on 
Various Occasions.” The pretty booklet was 
printed for Laurence C. Woodworth, the scriv¬ 
ener of the Brothers of the Book, at his private 
press, and reflects creditably upon his typo¬ 
graphical taste. The cover design was made 
by Robert W. Hyde. 

Thomas Whittaker will publish imme¬ 
diately, for Lenten reading, a collection of ser¬ 
mons by a number of noted preachers of the 
Episcopal church, English and American, 
under the title of “ Helps to a Better Christian 
Life,” edited by Rev. George W. Shinn, D.D. 
Mr. Whittaker has in press a new and enlarged 
edition of Bishop Huntington’s addresses on 
“ Personal Religious Life in the Ministry,” to 
which he has added three new chapters, two 
of which are especially addressed to women 
workers. 

Houghton, Mifflin & Co. have in prepara¬ 
tion a new story by Mrs. M. E. M. Davis, 
author of “Under the Man Fig,” which will 
be entitled “The Queen’s Garden,” the scene 
of which is a fever-stricken house in New 
Orleans, where a young girl is confined by 
quarantine; also, a new and considerably en¬ 
larged edition of Landor’s “Constitutional 
History of the United States,” which will be 
printed from new plates. They will publish a 
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new and dainty edition of Michelangelo’s 
sonnets, edited by WilKam W. Newell, sec¬ 
retary of the American Folk-Lore Society. 

Hardy, Pratt & Co., Boston, will shortly 
add to their edition of Balzac’s works “Bal¬ 
zac’s Letters to Mme. Hanska,” nee Countess 
Evelin (Eve) Rzewuska, (“Lettres a l’Etran- 
g6re,) translated by Elizabeth Wormeley. 
These letters were written to give vent to the 
emotions of a heart and soul under violent 
pressure ; they lay bare a soul that little 
dreamed of this exposure, for the man who 
wrote them never read them over. In re¬ 
sponse to an unjust attack on the character 
of Balzac, Miss Wormeley has prefaced 
these letters with remarks, and has given 
her name and what weight her long, close 
intercourse with the works of Balzac may pos¬ 
sess in his just defence. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons will publish 
shortly “ Boys and Men,” a story of life at 
Yale, by Richard Holbrook, who gives graphic 
pictures of undergraduate life at the univer¬ 
sity.
